i thought about this when the '2n2222 challenge' was new, if y2k was really 
bad, then ferrite cores would be unobtainable. the shape is what is self 
shielding, its a magnet bent so the north and south pole meet, amidon or 
micrometals sells a core that is the same permeability as air, basically 
just a form to support the wire winding. pre ticket i made a sw receiver 
that was basically a crystal set for hf with a 1m386 audio amp, the local 
am station blasted through(WLTN you can hear it in littleton with a crystal 
set with a nail in the ground for an antenna, tuning optional). so i found a 


high pass filter design, but had no toroid cores. knowing *xnothing* i wound 
audio tape into little donuts, put glue on them to hold them together and 
used them for my toroids, easy to conceive of but not so easy to do in 
practice, ended up taking a cassette case apart and used it to hold the 
wrappings straight as 1 wound onto probably a pencil, the high pass filter 
(i think) worked. i have no idea what the inductance was or losses. for 
practical air cores you need a zillion windings, really thin wire, (which i 
think increases resistance and lowers q)

Hello Scott, 
At 04:54 PM 8/3/01 -0400, you wrote: 


>I live in a second story apartment with a sliding window and screen which 
>opens to the parking lot of the complex. 


I don't know enough about your apartment to make an specific 
recommendations for indoor antennas.. But, for what it's worth I prefer a 
doublet or a loop, bent to fit the available space, if necessary. That 
recommendation based on running indoor stuff for eighteen years. 


Until you decide on a permanent antenna try loading that "sliding window 
and screen" using a tuner. Might surprise you! Add some quarter-wave 
counterpoises to the ground lug, as many as you can conveniently fit along 
the baseboard of the room. A single strand of wire is okay, speaker cable, 
rotor cable or even ribbon cable would be even better. You might also try 
augmenting that system with window screening or aluminum foil. Place under 
an area rug or push-pin to the baseboard if that is possible. 


I'm assuming your window arrangement is bare aluminum. If it's vinyl coated 
or anodized (curses!) drop me a private e-mail and I'll tell you what I 
have done to adapt those frames for others. 


Regarding window screens and frames, they can offer surprising results when 
accompanied by realistic performance expectations. I loaded a tall, narrow 
aluminum frame window screen (maybe 18" by 50") in a ground floor office 
with an old Century 21. No tuner, just ran a piece of coax (floating 
shield, no counterpoises) from the screen to the antenna jack. Cranked ina 
few watts and called CQ. My first contact on 40CW from St. Louis was a VO1! 
I've always thought that was kind of neat! 


Then I took that screen home and operated with it standing in the corner of 


a spare bedroom on the second floor of our condo. Didn't do too badly 
either considering the alternative could have been no antenna at all. 
Worked some stations, had some fun, and learned a few things getting my 
hands dirty. Later, I brought home two of the screens and configured them 
as a tuned doublet in the attic. They worked great! 


I always regret not pursuing the doublet experiment a little further but 
that was a long time ago. These days, even though we now have a house, I 
still watch the garage sales for a matched set of tall and narrow windows 
screens for when we return to a condo someday. 


The best way to configure screen doublets (the screens located in the 
middle at the high current point) is to add wire radiators to both ends to 
get as close as possible to the mechanical length of the lowest frequency 
of operation. There is a ton of capacitance to work thanks to all that 
screen wire. But, with any compromise antenna get as much radiator radiator 
as you can working for you. 


Screen doublets will actually load on just about any band within reason 
without augmentation wires. Still, you need something more than a fraction 
of a quarter-wave to achieve predictable performance. I may have tried 
adding wires to single-screens to get closer to a traditional quarter-wave 
dimension but I just don't remember anymore. 


I also loaded a single double-hung window screen in another spare bedroom 
on several bands. Then, made a few contacts on 40M with an old Tejas 
Backpacker II into a couple of near-by states. That was a one-watt ego trip 
for me but it really was quite amazing to find out what could be done with 
literally no detectable antenna at all. Kinda' like a rain gutter but 
different! 


Later, on 5 watts things went a lot better. I ragchewed with that screen on 
and off for several weeks across 20-30M using an old Argosy II. Running on 
40M was really pushing it for the other guy. I don't think 10-15M was open 
much around that time. 


Okay! Here is the last war story! Our last condo had an aluminum 
three-panel sliding patio door with screen. A monster! I used to load it 
from 10-40M with a old MFJ-941B tuner and the Argosy II. Just for grins but 
did a lot of casual operating from my living room with that arrangement. 
Moving the screen along the track never did change the SWR much. I had 
expectations of claiming that it was possible to tune the antenna that way 
but alas! 


Hope this is useful information for you, Scott. It might get you on the air 
for now until you can devise a better indoor antenna for that apartment.

If it's coming from the IF amp. and you are using a xtal ladder filter you 
should use another xtal filter before the product detector. High-gain IC IF 
amplifiers produce lots of broadband noise. You don't need anything as fancy 
as the main filter, a couple of crystals should do it.

In addition to the other comments here on the list, I'd like to say that a 
100 mH inductor is not too difficult to get or make. 


Suggestion: Try using an 88-mH toroid (if you can find one; they were quite 
popular years ago for use in RTTY filters, and I still see them now and then 
in the junkboxes at flea markets). 


Or, wind one of your own. It will need more turns than you might be 
accustomed to when you wind an RF coil, but it's not that difficult. Find a 
good core and be patient adding the many, many turns. You may not get an 
ideal Q, depending on what gauge wire you use, but I don't think it would be 
that critical in an audio tuned circuit. 


To tune it to value, put it in series with a known capacitance and a 10 kohm 
resistor. After calculating the series-resonant frequency, excite the 
circuit using an audio generator, and measure the voltage across the 
resistor with an ac voltmeter. At resonance, the impedance will drop, and 
the current will rise, and the voltage across the resistor will rise, giving 
you an indication of the resonant point. You can then add, or take off 
turns, or adjust the value of C, as needed.

RIchard - No you don't need to feed the antenna with a feed line whose 
length is a half wave. That is a myth. Any length will usually do. Depending 
on your antenna tuner design; it may prefer a particular combination of 
resistance and reactance presented by some definite feedline length, but 
that is usually not the case.
